Missing Heart. 


DESPONDENCY IS THE CAUSE 


Physician Says he Has Chance to 


Recover—Worried Over Own 


And Father's Illness. 


F. B. Johnson, a well known drug­ 
gist of Rushville, who is fifty-three 
years old today. 
He has been in 
business here about thirty-five years 
and earned sueeess in his line by 
dint of his own consistent endeavors. 
Mr. Johnson is the kind of a man 
that never grows old and his looks 
belie his age, even though his hair is 
streaked with gray. 
* * * This is 
also the birthday of Otto F. Bussard, 
twenty-nine, who has been in the 
garage business here for some time 
and is well known. 


Charles R. Rasor, 28 years old, 


manager of 
the Gem 
theater, at­ 
tempted suicide Sunday afternoon 
by shooting 
himself, at his home, 


corner of First and Morgan streets. 
The bullet missed his heart by a nar­ 
row margin and it was stated today 
that he had 
more than 
an equal 
chance of recovering. 


Despondency and ill 
health are 
said to have been the cause of his 
act. 
He is a son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Inin W. Rasor, and with his wife, 
they all live together in the residence 
at First and Morgan street. 
Mr. 
Rasor’s father has been ill for sev­ 
eral weeks, 
suffering 
from pneu­ 
monia. 
He himself had been ill for 
some time and wrorry over his own 
condition and that of his father is 
believed to have weighed so heavily 
on his mind that he became tempor­ 
arily insane. 
About one-thirty o’clock Sunday 
afternoon the family received 
the 
first intimation of the near tragedy 
when they heard the shot. Rushing 
into his bedroom they made the dis­ 
covery. A physician was called im­ 
mediately. 
An examination showed 
that the bullet had passed through 
his body and missed his heart about 
an inch. 
Unless complications de­ 
velop he is expected to recover. The 
revolver was of .38 caliber. 
The picture show has been operat­ 
ed by the father and son, and when 
both became sick,, Charles 
Rasor 
tried to keep the 
business going. 
Last week he seemed to 
improve, 
but eould not keep from worrying. 
Last Friday he 
remarked to one 
friend that “he felt as though he 
was going to cash in* any time/’ 
Following the shooting and after he 
had recovered from the first shock, 
he is said to have remarked to rela­ 
tives that he had planned the day 
before just how he was going to die 
and had worked out all the details. 
From this it will be seen that he 
had contemplated the act. 
The at­ 
tempted suicide came as a surprise 
to those who know him. 
While he 
was of a nervous disposition it was 
not believed that his troubles were 
of such a magnitude as to drive him 
to suicide. 
The Rasors came here 
from Piqua. Ohio, about two years 
ago. Charles Rasor was married to 
Miss Agnes Higgs, daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. William Higgs, on January 
6th.

tic break with the United States is 
receiving greater consideration here.

attitude is unfriendly. In their new 
campaign, the United Press was in­ 
formed, U-boat commanders will act, 
under these instructions: 
They will not torpedo every ship 
encountered, trusting to prove later 
that they were armed.

The two waterway s he proposes 
one of 75 miles from Chesapeake to 
Delaware Bay and one Iron Trenton, 
N. J., across to Raridan Bay , wou ld 
prov ide an inner harbor from 
the 
Virg inia Capes to the N arag ansett 
Bay . 
Those defensiv e projects, in 
the opinion 
of 
military 
ex perts, 
wou ld be eq u iv alent to a larg e army 
as a defensiv e factor. 
They wou ld 
enable the American 
nav y to con­ 
centrate in safety and force a foe 
to keep two fleets, each of streng th 
eq u al to that of the United States 
fleet, at both the Virg inia Capes and 
off New' York harbor, if it attem pt­ 
ed a blockade.

exemptions

perty there is a mortgage may file 
an exemption on the mortgage. The 
exemption'Aallowed is one-half the 
assessed value of the property up to 
$700. No exemption can be for a 
greater sum than $700. Exemptions 
may be made out by any notary 
public. The time for the filing of 
mortgage exemptions is from March 
1 until April 30 each year. Usually : 
between 3,000 and 4,000 exemptions 
•»re filed., in Rush county, each year.
